The constant contention of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal has 
been that every man, woman and child interested in any way in the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed should at every opportunity present that 
breed to the public in a favorable and convincing manner. It is 
true that the Aberdeen-Angus breed holds an inferior place as to 
numbers, but that can not be said as to the rank of the breed in 
quality and in the eyes of the packer buyers. Fast the breed is com- 
ing into a place of exceeding popularity because of its commercial 
value. We are fewer in numbers when we count noses amongst the 
breeders. There is a reason for that. The other major breeds of 
beef cattle and some breeds that are not now heard about were 
well established in this country many years before the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed was brought to the American continent. 

Prior possession supplies one of the greatest obstacles in the 
way of displacement in any field of activity. It is not the intent 
nor the purpose of attempting any such thing as the displacement 
of a worthy contemporary. There is a place for broad expansion 
in the Aberdeen-Angus world and it is up to us as breeders and 
sponsors of this wonderful breed of cattle to leave no stone un- 
turned in the promotion of our breed. Publicity is the greatest 
factor in breed promotion just as it is in the promotion and de- 
velopment of any industry under the sun. No publicity, no busl- 
ness. For years the Aberdeen-Angus breed propelled itself into 
the cattle breeding field merely by a word of mouth program, 
largely because there was no other system or plan whereby pro- 
motion could be accomplished.

merit. The survey which 
forms the basis of this 
work includes all fairs in 
the United States which 
had four or more individuals in the 
majority of the classes from 1920 to 
1925, inclusive. According to this sys- 
tem there were nine fairs in 1920; 
seventeen in 1921; eleven in 1922; 
twenty in 1923; nine in 1924 and 
fourteen in 1925, making a total of 
eighty fairs. For the most part the 
information was taken from the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal because it gave 
the most complete report of the shows. 

An arbitrary method of allowing 
points in this work was one point for 
a junior, one for a senior and one for 
a grand champion. While the junior or 
senior champion will be made grand 
champion, and many times the differ- 
ence is very small between them, there 
is on the other hand much more differ- 
ence between the junior and senior 
champion than between the first prize 
winners which compete for a junior or 
senior championship. This coupled 
with the fact that all fairs recognized 
the three different champions in their 
prize list, equal value was given to 
each. All fairs were put on an equal 
basis except the International. Because 
of its ‘size and influence two points 
were given to any sire siring a cham- 
pion at that show.

Records compiled in the of- 
fice of the public auction 
scales of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle held up to July 1, 1930, 
reveal the fact that a total of 
976 pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle have passed 
through the auction ring in 
seventeen public sales, at an 
average of $186.00 per head. 
Five sales averaged between 
$100.09 and $150.00, four av- 
eraged between $150.00 and 
$200.00 and eight averaged 
over $200.00 per head. The 
top bull for the year sold for 
$1125.00 and the top female 
sold for $780.00. 

Applications for registra- 
tion received during the first 
seven months of the fiscal 
year totaled 7338 or an in- 
crease of 259 for the same 
period in 1929. Applications for trans- 
fer received totaled 5815, an increase 
of 754 over 1929. 

A total of 80 breeders became mem- 
bers of the Association during this 
period compared to 72 during the same 
period in 1929.

The bull sale was even more snappy than 
the cow sale had been. The prize winning 
son of Blackcap Revolution, called Glencar- 
nock Revolution 6th had been offered as an 
attraction from the Hartley herd and so he 
proved.
